During  thcfc  tranfa^tions  in  the 
province  of  MafTachufett’s  BayV 
the  twelve  old  colonies,  including  that 
whole  extent  of  continent  which  ftretches 
from  Nova  Scotia  to  Georgia,  had  ap¬ 
pointed,  deputies  to  attend  the  general 
eongrefs,  which  was  held  at  Philadel¬ 
phia,  and  opened  on  Monday  the  5th  of 
Septemher  1774.  Such  was  the  unhap¬ 
py  efl'eot  of  the  meafiires,  purfued,  per¬ 
haps,  fomewhat  too  avowedly^  iind  for 
that  reafon  the  Icfs  wifely,  for  reducing 
America  by  divihon,  that  thofe  twelve 
colonies,  clafhing  in  interefts,  frequently 
quarrelling  about  boundaries  and  many 
other  fuhje^Vs,  dlft'ering  in  manners, 
cuftoms,  religion,  and  forms  of  govern¬ 
ment,  with  ail  the  local  prejudices, 
•jealoiifies,  ami  aveffions,  Incident  to 
neighbouring  ftates,  were  now  led  to  af- 
femhle  by  their  delegates  in  a* general 
diet,  and  taught  tafeel  their  weight  and 
•importance  in  a  common  union.  What¬ 
ever  may  lje  the  event,  it  was  undoiiM- 
rrlly  a  dangennis  experiment  to'  bring 
r.vitters  to  this  crifis.

flru^fions  to  theif  deputies  previoui  to 
their  meeting  in  congrefs.  In  general^ 
’they  contained  the  ftrongeft  profeHions 
of  loyalty  .and  allegiance  ;  of  afledtion 
for  the  mother- country ;  of  conftitu- 
tional  dependence  on  her ;  and  of  grati* 
tilde  for  benefits  4ilready  received  in 
that  Hate.  They  totally  difclaimed  ete- 
ry  idea  of  jnde^ndence,  or  of  feektng  a 
reparation  ;  acknowledged  the  preroga¬ 
tives  of  the  crown,  and  declared' tlwir 
readinefs  and  willingncTs  to  fuppprt 
them  with  life  and  .fortune^  fo  tar. if 
they  are  warranted  by.  the  conAitution. 
Thc'Pennfyivanians,  in  particular^  de¬ 
clare  that  they  view  the  prefent  conteAa 
with  the  deepeft  concern;  tha.t perpetual 
love  aod  union,  an  interchange  of  good 
offices^  without  the  leaft  infraetion  of 
mutual  rights,  ought  ever  to  fubAi^  be- 
tw'een  the  mother-countnr  and  them. 

On  the  other  hand,  they  were  unanU 
moiis  in  ’declaring,  that  they  never 
would  give  up  thofe  nghtf  and  litMn ties, 
which,'  as  they  faid,  descended  to  tliem 
from  their  ancefiors,  and  which,  they 
faid,  they  werc^  bound  by  all  laws,  hu¬ 
man  and  divine,*  to  traofmit  whole  and 
pure  to  their  pofterfty ;  that  they  are  In- 
titled  to  ail  the  rights  and  litKrties  of 
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BritiHi-bom  fubjcfts ;  that  the  power 
lately  an  limed  by  parliament  is  unjiiO, 
and  the  only  caul'e  of  ail  the  prcl'cnt  iin- 
iarincfs;  and  that  the  late  ads  refpeding 
the  cipit.ll  and  province  of  Mafiachu- 
frtt’s  arc  unconftitutional,  oppref- 
dn*,  and  lUngeroiis. 

'riie  debates  and  proceedings  of  the 
congref^  were  cundadtd  with  the  great- 
ell  fecrecy,  nor  have  any  parts  of  them 
yet  tranlpired,  but  thole  which  they 
thought  proper  to  lay  before  the  puhlic. 
'Hie  number  of  delegates  amounted  to 
hfiy-one,  who  reprefented  the  fcveral 
r.nglilh  Cfdonies  of  New-H.iinpHiire, 
Maltichufctt’s  Bay,  Rhode  llland,  and 
providence  Plantations,  Connedicut, 
New*  York,  N<w  Jerfey,  Pennrylvania, 
the  lower  counties  on  Delaware,  Mary- 
lainl,  Virginia,  North  Carvdiua,  and 
Bontli  Carolina. 

Tl.e  firfl  public  ad  [[Sept.  17.]  of  the 
cor.grefs  was  a  declaratory  tefoSuiutn  ex- 
prc.Tivc  of  their  difpofition  with  refped 
to  the  colony  of  Milfachufctt’j  Pay,  and 
itnmediately  intended  to  confirm  and 
cuc»>urige  that  people  [See  Vol.  xxvi.of 
tins  Magn/ine,  P.  186  *.3. 

By  the  fubfequent  refolutions  of  the 
congrcls,  they  not  only  formally  approve 
of  tlie  oppofitinn  made  by  that  province 
to  the  late  ads ;  but  further  declare, 
that  if  it  fliould  be  attempted  to  carry 
them  into  execution  by  foicc,  all  Ame¬ 
rica  Ihould  fupport  it  in  that  oppofitioiu 

ThiTc  refolutions  being  pafieil,  the 
congrrfs  wrote  a  Utter  to  gen.  Cage,  in 
which  they  declare  the  determined  re- 
folulion  of  thy  colonics  to  unite  for  the 
prefervatioa  of  their  cemmon  riglus,  in 
i»pp<»fitloo  to  the  l.»tc  ads  of  parllati»ciit 
f  Vol.  xxvii,  P.  86.3. 

'PIk:  cimgrcls  alfo  puhliflicd  a  declara¬ 
tion  <4  rights,  to  which,  tluy  fay,  the 
rnglilh  colonics  of  North  America  arc 
intltled,  by  the  ira.wutal)!e  lavsi*of  na¬ 
ture,  the  principle;,  of  the  Ei'glifii  cou- 
Bitiilion,  and  their  fevcral  charters  i,r 
compade.  In  the  fii  ll  of  thefe  arc  life, 
libt'vtv,  and  property,  a  right  to  the  dit- 
fxdhl  i>f  any  of  which,  without  tlieir 
coufent,  they  had  never  cc(^ed  to  any  fo- 
vcrcign  er  whatever  :  1  hat  thi  Ir  an- 
at  th^time  of  thtir  migration, 
were  intitled  to  at!  the  rights,  liberties, 
and  immunities,  ol  free  and  natural  born 

•  Ta  rcvr.V;b 7,  Aair  rffund 
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fubjeds ;  and  that  by  fuch  f rntgratiMT,. 
they  neither  forfeited,  furrendered,  nor 
loft  any  of  Ihofc  rights.  They  then 
ftate,  tliat  the  foundation  of  Englifh  li» 
berty,  and  of  all  bee  government,  is  a 
right  in  the  |>eoplc  to  participate  in  their 
legidative  council ;  and  proceed  to  fliew, 
that  as  the  colonifts  are  not,  and,  from 
various  caufes,  cannot  be  reprefented  in 
the  Britiih  parliament,  they  are  iotilled 
to  a  free  and  cxclulivc  power  of  legifla- 
lion  in  their  fevcral  provincial  legifla* 
times,  where  their  right  of  reprefenta- 
tioii  can  alone  be  preferved,  in  all  cafes 
of  taxation  and  internal  policy,  fubjed 
only  to  the  negative  of  their  fovereign,  in 
fuch  manner  as  had  been  heretofore 
ufcfi  and  accuftomed* 

1‘hcy  alfo  rcfolvcd,  that  the  colonies 
are  intitled  to  the  common  law'  of  Eng¬ 
land,  and,  more  efpccially,  to  the  great 
and  incftimablc  privilege  of  being  tried 
by  their  peers  of  the  vicinage :  That 
they  are  intitled  to  the  benefit  of  fuch 
of  the  Englilh  (latutes  as  cxifted  at  the 
time  of  their  colonization,  and  which 
they  have  by  experience  found  to  be  ap¬ 
plicable  to  their  feveral  local  and  other 
circiimftances :  That  they  arc  likcwifc 
intitled  to  all  the  immunities  and  privi¬ 
leges,  granted  and  confirmed  to  them 
by  royal  charters,  or  fecured  by  their  fc- 
vcral  codes  of  provincial  laws:  That 
they  have  a  right  to  afl'ciublc  peaceably, 
cunfider  of  their  grievances,  and  petitioo 
the  king  for  redrefs ;  and  that  all  profe- 
culions,  and  prohibitory  proclamatloos 
for  fo  doing,  are  illegal:*  That  the 
keeping  of  a  Handing  army,  in  times  of 
peace,  in  auy  colony,  w'ithout  the  con- 
lent  of  its  IcgiUaturc,  is  contrary  to  law  5 
'I  hat  it  is  efleutkil  to  the  Englifli  conftr- 
tulion,  that  the  coiiftitiicut  branches  of 
the  legi nature  ftioiild  he  independent  of 
each  other  ;  th;vt,  tlievcfore,  the  exercife 
of  Icgiflative  power,  by  a  council  ap¬ 
pointed  during  plcai'urc  by  the  crown,  is 
ui'.conftitutioual,  and  deftrutftisre  to  the 
freedom  of  American  legiflation. 

They  declared  in  behalf  of  thcmfejve* 
and  their  conflitaeuts,  that  they  claim¬ 
ed,  and  infifted  on  the  foregoing  articles 
a*;  their  indubitable  rights  and  liberties 
wlilcli  ci>uld  not  be  legally  taken  from 
them,  .alterccl,  or  abridged,  by  any 
Cl  wiuiUvcr,  without  llieir  own  confr^j 
by  their  reprefentatites  in  thdr 
provincial  Icgiflatures.  They  then 
merated  the  jiarts,  or  tjhe  w'he^e, 

\cn  aits  of  parHament,  which  hadbeUi 
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'pRflVd  in  the  prcfcnt  reign,  and  which 
they  declared  to  be  infringements  and 
violations  of  the  rights  of  the  colonifls ; 
and  that  the  repeal  of  them  was  eflen- 
tially  ncceflar^’,  in  order  to  reftore  har¬ 
mony  between  Great  Britain  and  them. 
Among  the  acts  of  parliament  thus  re¬ 
probated  was  tlve  Quebec  bill,  which 
had  already  bec«  the  caufc  of  fo  much 
difeudion  at  home,  and  which  they 
termed,  “  An  a<fl  for  eftablilhing  the 
Roman  Catholic  religion  in  the  province 
of  Quebec,  abolifhing  the.  equitable  lyf- 
tem  of  Rngliih  laws,  and  erecting  a  ty¬ 
ranny  there  ;**  to  the  great  danger  (as 
they  averted),  from  fo  total  a  difomilari- 
ty  of  religion,  law,  and  government,  of 
the  neighbouring  Britilh  colonics,  by  the 
allidance  of  whofc  blood  and  treafure 
that  country  was  conquered  from  France, 

After  fpccifying  their  rights,  and  enu¬ 
merating  their  grievances,  they  declared, 
that,  to  obtain  redt^fs  of  the  latter, 
which  threatened  deftruftion  to  the 
lives,  liber  ty,  and  property  of  the  people 
of  North  America,  a  non-importation, 
non-confumption,  and  non -exportation 
agreement,  would  prove  the  raott  ipcc- 
dy,  ede^ual,  and  peaceable  meafore ; 
they  accordiiTgly  entered  into  an  aflb- 
ciation,by  whi^  tivey  liound  themfelves, 
and  of  cotrrfe  their  conftituents,  to  the 
obfervance  of  the  following  four¬ 
teen  ankles  [Vol.  xxvil.  P.  ao.]. — This 
adirciation  was  fubfcribed  by  aW  tjic 
members  of  the  congrefs ;  and  the  fore¬ 
going  rerolutiHns  were  all  marked  m<- 
m'me  contradicente. 

They  then  proceeded  to  frame  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  his  majefty,  a  memorial  to  the 
people  of  Great  Br-itain,  an  addrefs  to 
the  colonks  in  general,  and  another  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  province  of  Que¬ 
bec. 

The  petition  to  kis  makdy  contain¬ 
ed  an  enumeration  of  thek  grievan¬ 
ces  (  and  was  fubfcribed  by  all  the  dele¬ 
gates  [Vol.  xxvii,  P.  148.3. 

In  the  memorial  to  the  people  of  this 
country,  they  pay  the  higheft  praifc  to 
the  noble  and  generous  virtues  of  their 
and  onr  common  anceflom;  hut  they  do 
it  in  a  manner,  that  Inflead  of  refle^ing 
any  coinp.irat:vc  honour  011  the  ptefent 
generatiiiu  in  this  {Hand,  rather  re¬ 
proaches  ns  with  a  diatncfuJ  degeneracy 
[Vol.  xxvii.  P.  17,  490* 

But  of  all  t  he  papers  puhlilhe d  by  the  A- 
mcricao  owgrefs,  their  addrefs  to  the 
french  inhabitants  of  Canada,  AHfroKrs 


the  mod  dextrous  management,  and  the 
mod  able  method  of  application  to  the 
temper  and  pafTiuns  of  the  partka 
whom  they'  endeavour  to  gain  [VoU 
xxvii.  P.  50.3.  « 

In  the  addrefs  to  the  colonics  they  in¬ 
form  them,  that  as  in  duty  and  judice 
bound,  they  have  deliberately,  difpaf* 
fionatcly,  .Tud  impartially  examined  and 
conddered  all  the  meafures  that  led  to 
the  prefent  didurbaucca  ;  the  exertions 
of  both  the  legiflativc  and  executive 
powers  of  Grut  Britain,  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  condiu^  of  the  colonics 
on  the  other.  That,  upon  the  whole, 
they  find  themfelves  reduced  to  the  dija 
greeable  alternative,  of  being  dlent  and 
t^trayiqg  the  innocent,  or  of  fpeaking 
out  and  ceafuring  thofr  they  willi  to  re¬ 
vere.  In  making  their  choice  of  thefe 
didreding  difficulties,  they  prefer  the 
courfe  dilated  by  horedy,  and  a  regard 
for  the  welfare  of  their  country. 

That,  U»ey  deeply  deplore  the  urgent 
neceifity  that  prefTes  them  to  an  imme¬ 
diate  interruption  of  commerce>  which 
may  prove  injurious  to  their  fellow-fub- 
jefts  in  England  ;  hut  trud  they  will  ac¬ 
quit  them  of  any  unkind  intentions,  by 
rede^ing  that  they  fubjed  themfelves  to 
fimilar  iticonveniencics ;  that  they  are 
driven  by  the  hands  of  violence  into  un¬ 
experienced  and  unexpefled  public  con- 
vullions,  and  that  tluy  are  contending 
for  the  freedom  fb  often  cuniendi  J  lur  by 
tiieir  ancedors. 

I'hcy  conchide  by  obfenTvrg,  Chat  the 
people  of  England  will  form  have  .in  optr 
portuhity  of  declaring  their  ftntirrenff 
concerning  their  caiife,  “  That  in  their 
‘  piety,  generofity,  andfcKHl  fenfe,  they 
^  repofe  high  confidence ;  and  cannot,

*  fuaded  tlut  they,  the  deftiulrrs  <if

'1  hclc  public  i^s  being  pafled  [Oflo- 
ber  t6.],  th«  delegates  pul  an  cnil  to 
Uwir  frnion,  on  the  .^nd  day  bum  the 
opening  of  the  oongrefs. 

Without  exjiniirii*g  (be  tqith  of  (hehr 
adegatitms,  or  pretending  to  form  any 
opBnicm  iipon  a  /ubjedlf  on  which  ilia 
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firft  names  in  this  coiinti7  have  differed 
I'o  widely,  it  inurt  be  acknowledged, 
that  the  petition  and  addrcHes  from  the 
congrefs  have  been  executed  with  un- 
conunon  energy,  addrels,  and  ability ; 
ami  that  cofdidered  abftraitedly,  with 
lelpcvt  to  \igour  of  mind,  llreiigth  of 
I'cutincni,  and  the  language,  at  leaft  of 
patriotifm,  they  would  i.ot  have  difgra- 
ced  any  affembly  that  ever  exiRed.

Tl'  it  ia  true  that  defpotifm  and  arbi* 
tr.uy  power  \ve>c  originally  intended 
lor  Tfv  'gc  nations  only  ;  if  it  is  true  that 
natioiii  .luiongft  which  iiululUy,  agii* 
coliuie,  coinnurce,  navigation,  and  all 
aits  and  leieuces  are  Hourifliing  in  the 
highlit  <*.,*gice,  come  lunler  the  appella¬ 
tion  of,  and  adually  aie  civilized  na¬ 
tion-  ;  and  if  it  is  true  that  from  the  vc- 
i\  nature  of  livili/ed  nations  it  follows

N  evert  hell  fs,  we  find  pi»or  civilized 
lo.rt  pe  groaning  nnrli  r  the  heavy  yoke 
ot  opprelliun  ;  and  hit  being  thoroughly 
i  ivilizcd  and  well  verfed  in  the  natiiial 
lights  of  mankind,  only  fcives  to  make 
ftcr  the  more  fenfiMc  of  the  infiipt'oit- 
al'lc  I  hains  (he  wears,  and  from  which 
to  hx.*  relealcd,  thcTc  is,  nl  :s!  not  it>g 
had  piol^HCl  ;  the  princes,  as  it  teems, 
are  all  putting  their  heads  togetl.er,  in 
Older  to  cflablilli  an  nniveilal  llavery  a- 
inoi*gll  mankind,  vulgarly  called  an  imi- 
verlal  monarchy,  for  the  fnpport  of 
vhicli  they  a<tlnally  keep  no  Ids  than 
one  nullitm  of  mciccnarics;  all  whiifi 
Ihiiul  watching  with  drawn  Iwouls  to 
ilillioy  ivery  one*  who  ihouM  eiare  to 
fay  the  leaft  thing  again fl  it.

In  the  couife  of  her  travels  through 
Europe,  (lie  left  here  and  there  a  flia- 
dow  behind  her,  which  (liadow  s  dwin¬ 
dle  away  gradually  at  the  approach  of 
the  horrid  night  of  oppreflion,  and  but 
a  little  w  hile,  not  the  lead  i^ark  will  be 
feen  of  her. 

Perhaps  you  will  interrupt  me  here, 
and  cry  out,  does  not  liberty  in  her  full 
glory  lefide  amcnglt  us  Dutchmen?

A  chief  magiftrate  at  Amftcr- 
dain  has  it  in  his  fxrwer  to  fend  a  lettn 
de  caci.ft  to  any  citizen,  however  opu¬ 
lent  andrefpcitablche  may  he,  ordering 
him  to  leave  the  city  within  four  and 
twenty  hours,  under  pain  of  imprifon- 
meni,  and  iarcc  pecuniary  peiialtitl.

iwtT  and  cm  tailed  fcveml  limes  by  A 
tfupid  magidrate,' befoic  they  can  go  to 
the  pnL,  'Ihc  poi>r  pi  Inter  or  the 
i.eydeii  paper  has  but  lately  been  futn- 
ir.oiicil  before  the  flates,  f*»r  having 
gi.mecd  at  the  natural  abilities 
grand  duke  of  Ritlfia,  and  was  obliged 
to  kneel  down  l>cfore  the  Rudian  ambaf* 
fitlor,  and  Ixg  pardon.

Three  neighbiuiring 
powers,  in  I'pitc  of  all  laws  of  nations, 
dilmeirdHred  the  country,  and  divided 
it  ainongil  themfelves  ;  the  feehle  frag- 
inenis  which  were  lett,  cany  ftill  the 
nurc  name  of  iVecilom  ;  and  their  affairs 
arc  to  be  amdurted  by  a  council  per- 
irianeiu  (cltcied  by  the  diet),  and  by  lire 
dirt  itfrif. 

A  general  iliet  is  at  this  time  aflem- 
bling,  and  I  have  grounds  to  fear  it  will 
be  the  very  lalt ;  for  there  are  no  Icfs 
tliau  ii^ooo  men,  viz.  7000  Ruffians, 
70C0  Auilri.ms,  aiul  7000  Priiffians,  or¬ 
dered  to  encamp  clofc  to  Warfaw  ;  and 
the  buliiKf^  i)f  this  diet  (or  ralhir  of  the 
If, 000  cut-thr<»a»«!)  as  1  am  informed 
from  the  beft  authority,  is  to  be,  to  a- 
Ixdifh  the  council  permanent,  and  to 
render  the  Polifb  crown  hereditary. 
The  king  is  to  marry  a  piinccfs  of  the 
houfe  of  Auhria  ;  and  in  one  word  to 
render  the  king  entirely  dcfpotic  in  that 
part  of  Poland  now  called  the  republic  ; 
and  thus  piH»r  liberty  will  be  banifhcd 
fnmi  that  fpot  to('. 

You  will  be  cm  ions  to  hear  my  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  people  in  Great  Britain,  that 
inoff  ancient  feat  of  liberty:  The  peo¬ 
ple  there,  1  am  told,  are  pcrfeiflly  happy 
in  being  indulged  t('  fpe ak  and  write,  to 
abufe  king  and  minidiy  in  uhat  manner 
they  pirate,  whicli  tliry  crinfidcr  as  an 
.ample  fatisfiCtion  for  paying  exorbitani 
taxes,  and  fiipplylng  the  enormous  cxi- 
gencic’i'of  government.  I  muft  aifo  ac- 
Vnowlcdgc  the  people  to,  be  pcrfer^^ly 
free,  vl/..  the  cities,  towns,  boroughs, 
and  corpoiations,  aie  entirely  free  to 
rlret  their  renrefentatives  in  parliament, 
either  Mcconling  («» their  cootcicnces,  or 
t<»the  highett  bid<lcr.  Themrml>ers  of 
iutthhoutcsof  pailiair.cr.t  arc  cntiicly  tree 
to  dilcharge  their  dntv,  either  according 
To  their  contoencer,  or  according  tvi  the 
fU4.c?.!..d  j'tijfiO..,  I'ey  held.  The 


king  is  entirely  free  to  chufe  minifters; 
the  minilter  is  entirely  free  to  propofc 
conftitutional  or  unconflitutional  mea- 
fares.  But  how  far  all  thefe  freedoms 
are  cxcrcifed,  I  am  not  Ikilled  hiftorian 
enough  to  decide.

Their 
fouls  were  united  in  generous  love.  His 
Ihield  was  like  the  morn  in  a  llorin: 
his  fpcar  was  like  a  bladed  fir  of  Lar¬ 
sen’s  quivering  wood :  his  arm  was 
flrong  in  battle.  Like  the  torrents  of 
Stroma,  he  bore  down  all  before  him. 
He  lifted  his  fpcar  againft  Aipin.  The 
fon  of  Connachar  fell.  Black  dreams  of 
blooil  rolled  from  his  trembling  fide. 
His  haughty  foul  efcaped  through  the 
wound.  To  their  dark  Ihips  fled  the 
fons  of  dormy  Strutha.  Malmor  pur- 
fued.  Not  many  reached  the  bay  ;  and 
dill  fewer  efcaped  in  their  fliips,  to  tell 
the  difmil  tale.  The  fons  of  battle  re¬ 
turned  to  bury  their  fallen  warriors. 
Beneath  that  mofs-covered  done,  my 
“fon!  they  laid  the  princely  lovers.  Their 
fouls  unitedly  fled  to  the  hails  of  depar¬ 
ted  fpirits.  In  yonder  narrow  dwelling 
their  dud  is  mingled  together.

As  narrownefs  of  mind  arifes  from 
one  or  otner  of  thefe  caufrs Either 
that  our  rational  powers,  inflcad  of  bc- 
hig  cultivated  and  enlarge<l,  have  not 
been  fuflered  to  exert  thenifelves  in  the 
difcoveiy  of  truth,  but  have  been  mifled 
by  the  defigniug  artifice  of  others,  to 
whofe  tenets  implicit  faith  has  beef) 
giverr or  that  wc,  iiifliicnccd  by  pre¬ 


judice,  have  negle^Sed  to  invedigtte 
truth  with  impartiality,  and  have  em¬ 
braced  only  thefe  opinions  which  coin¬ 
cided  with  our  darling  palllons,  or  fa¬ 
vourite  fydems  :  It  foTlowss  that  when 
thefe  caufes  of  nanownefs  •f  mind  .ire 
removed,  tiie  cffed  will  alfo  appear. 

To  acquire  a  liberal  turn  of  thinking, 
then,  it  (cems  neceflary  that  we  rtview 
all  our  opinions  formerly  received,  eithef 
on  the  authority  of  others,  or  by  ilie  in¬ 
fluence  of  prejudice.  Wc  fliould  here 
follow  the  truly  noble  example  of  Del 
Cartes,  who  rcfolved  to  doubt  of  every 
thing,  till  confirmed  by  the  invefligations 
of  reafon.  If  he  mifearried,  and  waa 
led  into  a  falfo  philofophy,  it  was  owing 
rather  to  an  attachment  to  fyflem,  of 
which  he  had  not  wholly  dtvefled  him* 
frif,  ‘than  to  any  defeat  in  his  original 
plan.  It  was  who  fird  awakened 
that  fpirit  of  inquiry  in  Europe,  to 
which  all  the  improvements  of  this  act 
arc  owing.  He  druck  out  a  new  path, 
but  the  unavoidable  im^rfedion  of  hu¬ 
man  nature  obdiudt^  his  progrelk, 
therein.  * 

As  it  is  philofophy  alone  that  can 
enable  us  to  form  true  judgments  of 
things,  the  dudy  of  it  rcquiifs  our  molt 
vigorous  attention.  We  ought  cfpecial- 
ly  to  dudy  that  part  which  treats  of  the 
powers  and  operations  of  our  own 
minds.  It  is  by  this’alonc  that  wc  will  be 
able  to  didinguifh  the  furrrptitioua 
doctrines  of  prejudice  from  the  genuio ; 
maxims  of  unlnaflcd  reafon.  The  dudy 
of  external  nature  will  alfo  greatly  con¬ 
tribute  to  enlarge  our  ideas ;  but,  above 
all,  the  dudy  of  the  moral  adiniuldia- 
tH)n  of  the  univerfc  will  tend  to  .en¬ 
lighten  our  minds,  and  to  rx.ilt  our  fouls 
above  every  narrow  prejudice. 

But  the  natural  indolence  of  mankind 
renders  mod  people  averfc  from  ufiug 
fpecniative  rules,  the  effe^  of  which  U 
not  immediate,  but  flow  and  didant, 
titoucb  their  object  be  the  mod  valuable 
ai  tiuifuion.  Hence  it  is,  that,  even  in 
acquiring  habits  of  mind,  we  are  drfirou  i 
of  finding  out  mtchanical  rules,  whofe 
riTctd  jn  producing  thdr  end  is  imme¬ 
diate,  and  which  are  fo  pcrfptcuous,  that 
their  application  requires  little  intenfity 
of  thought.  To  this  principle  we  owe 
the  mechanical  rules  which  have  been 
laUl  out  for  oratory,  poetry,  and  mod  of 
the  fine  arts,  which  indeed  require  ip* 
plicatici)  and  genius:  thefe  rules  ha«« 
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been  f^igcrly  crtibraccd  by  thofe  whofc  arrived  at  through  the  gradual  fteps  of  « 
abilitic*»  and  diligence  were  interior  to  demonftration,  gives  that  kind  refined

Aa  the  medical  art 
h.is  not  been  my  principal  fludy,  1  (ball 
not  attempt  to  addrefs  you  in  the  cant 
of  phyficai  jargon,  but  fliall  trouble  you 
with  a  few  thoughts  juft  at  they  ariie  to 
my  im.igination. 

“  Various  (fays  tlie  do^or)  arc  the 
caufes  of  this  fatal  diforder  ;  hut  at  tlicfe 
woulti  he  too  numerous  to  trouble  you 
with  at  prefent,  1  (hall  confine  myfelf 
only  to  one.  The  mind  that  it  jKrpc- 
tually  bent  on  one  object  foon  lofcs 
itfelf;  and  hence  it  it,  that  we  meet 
with  many  whom  we  diftingui(h  by  the 
appcliation  of  ahfmt  men.  The  mind,* 
like  the  body,  requires  its  rectft  from 
lab«)ur  ;  and,  like  the  parent  earth, 
thrives  l>e(l  when  its  culture  it  varied. 
After  a  little  relaxation  from  bufincfi, 
wf  rciiirn  to  the  toil  with  redoubled  vi¬ 
gour,  and  the  profpe<3;  of  rcccft  encou¬ 
rages  us  to  proceed  in  it  checriully. 
.Society  is  perhaps  one  of  the  greateft

hs  it  not  laughable  enough  to  hear 
the  barber,  the  taylur,  or  the  black- 
fmith,  pointing  out  the  different  piano 
adminiftration  ought  to  have  formed' 
for  the  conqueft  of  America;  while 
others^  with  equal  (hare  of  knowledge 
and  experience,  are  warm  in  the  fup- 
port  of  the  prefent  fyftem  of  politics  f 
But  the  emifrariet  of  govenimcnt,  who 
fcatter  themfelves  over  every  part  of 
the  town,  and  who  enter  at  every  door 
that  is  open  to  receive  them,  afll^  ut . 
the  moft  Angular  diverfion.  They  fair 
with  the  tide,  and  (hift  with  the  wind  ; 
they  veer  through  every  point  of  the 
compaft ;  and  when  they  find*  them- 
felvet  foundering  on  the  rock  of  convic¬ 
tion,  they  catch  even  at  ftraw'i  to  keep 
themfelves  above  water.

hut  the  difficulty  of  finding  fuch  com¬ 
pany  made  the  wife  Roman  cxclaimt 
Reauiem  tjuxjbviy  is  non  invent  n\fi  in  an* 
jfuio  cum  tiMU  /  I  know  not  whether  dif- 
putes  on  religion  and  politics  may  not 
be  confidrred  as  the  bane  of  fociecy  ; 
fbr  a  perfeX  knowledge  of  theie  aJ- 
moft  every  man  lays  in  hit  claim,  tho^ 
he  perhaps  knows  very  little  of  the  mat¬ 
ter.  J  mean  not  to  with,  that  thefe  two 
topics  of  converfation  (hould  be  totally . 
excluded  from  fodety ;  but  certain  I 
am,  that  they  are  the  frequent  cauie  of 
much  ft  rife,  noife,  and  conte  ntion,  and 
generally  among  thofe  who  know  leaftr 
of  the  riff)lr«fU.  In  extenfire  mercantile  > 
citiev,  diiliitereftcd  rocteties  are  rarely 
to  be  met  with,  fincx^  trade  is  the  gene¬ 
ral  topic,  and  interrft  the  aigU!Tieiit« 
They  arc  generally  divided  into  partic% 
and  the  cjufe  of  liberty  or  tyrxBsy 
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equilly  defended,  not  with  coolnefs  and 
reafon,  but  with  warmth  and  viulcncc. 
F.vcry  man  almoft  is  naturally  fond  of 
his  own  opinion,  and  few  of  us  have 
candour  enough  to  fuppofc  we  may  be 
wrong,  or  generofity  enough  to  ac¬ 
knowledge  it  even  when  \vc  are  convin- 
cctl  thereof. 

If  fociety  is  not  to  be  found  in  large 
and  extenlive  cities,  wdicrc  then  are  we 
to  feck  it  ?  Shall  wc  find  it  in  the  gloom 
of  wcKxls  and  forefts,  or  to  be  diverted 
from  care  hy  the  melancholy  falls  of 
water,  or  the  purlings  of  the  meande¬ 
ring  ftrram  ? — We  muft  look  for  it  only 
in  the  company  of  a  few  felciftand  w’cll- 
chofen  friends,  w’hofc  difpofitions  re- 
fcmblc  our  own,  and  v/hofe  converfa- 
tion,  though  general,  is  polite  and  re¬ 
fined — who  have  feen  and  ftudied  men 
and  things,  and  who  know'  how'  proper¬ 
ly  to  blend  lively  mirth  with  inftruittivc 
ferioufnefs  —  who  facrificc  no  ahfent 
charai^ter  to  private  views,  and  w’ho  can 
with  pleafiire  give  the  praifes  that  arc 
due  to  fuperior  merit,  though  they  find 
it  in  the  hofom  of  a  ftranger.

CTIR  ingenious  correfpondentAcA- 
DEMicus  fto  whom  your  readers 
arc  much  obliged  for  the  pleafure  they 
receive  in  penifing  his  fenfihleand  learn¬ 
ed  lucubrations),  has  lately,  in  a  paper 
intitled  Obfervations  in  a  Tour  to  Invc¬ 
rary,  given  a  juft  and  animated  deferip- 
tion  of  moft  of  the  curiofitics  to  be 
ffcn  about  that  juQly  admired  place. 

Prferiplions  of  fine  walks  caftles, 
hills,  &r.  mnft  be  very  agreeable  to  evc- 
jy  rtader  of  tafte ;  !>ut  I  prefume.  Sir, 
what  has  an  evident  icndencq*  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  good  of  our  country,  llundd 
engage  our  attention  in  preference  to 
fhofe  things, which  at  brft  arc  only  cal¬ 
culated  to  promote  the  pleafures  of  the 
imagination.  Academicus  observes,  the 
duke  of  Argylc  has  fci  up  a  woolen  ma- 
jiufa»ftory  at  Inverary,  which,  he  fays, 
inuftt  on  feveral  accounts,  be  .rdvan- 
lagcous  to  the  pbee  ;  but  might  wc  not 
a  fuller  account  of  thrfe  matters 
from  a  gentleman  of  his  fenfe  and  abili- 
iis's?  I\rbap3,  howevef,  this  rxpcvla- 


tion  is  iinreafonable,  and  he  may  be  juf> 
rified  for  not  giving  a  full  and  minute 
defeription  of  any  particular  branch  of 
improvcmciit  carried  on  at  Invcrary, 
where  he  only  intended  giving  a  fhort 
and  concife  account  of  the  place,  and 
the  curiofitics  with  which  it  abounds. 

As  I  live  in  the  neighbourhood  of  In¬ 
verary,  and  have  frequent  occafions  of 
vifiting  that  place,  and  converfing  with 
fevcral  of  the  inhabitants,  and  as  I  am 
pretty  well  acquainted  with  the  country 
around  it,  I  cannot  be  ignorant  of  the 
prefent  fituation  of  the  manufactory,  nor 
of  the  advantages  which,  were  it  pro¬ 
perly  conducted,  might  accrue  from  it, 
both  to  Inverary  and  the  country  adja¬ 
cent. 

Ac.iilemicus  chTTves,  that  there  is  ve¬ 
ry'  little,  or  no  titidc  at  prefent  in  Inve¬ 
rary  ;  but  if  we  attend  to  the  fituation  of 
the  place,  and  confidcr  its  diftancefrom 
other '  markets,  we  fliould  be  apt  to 
think  it  might  have  trade  enough  in 
pmportion  to  its  bidk  ;  but  this  is  not 
the  cafe.  The  merchants  of  Invcrary 
heave,  fome-how  or  other  (I  cannot  fay 
with  what  juftice),  got  the  character  of 
felling  their  goods  (wines  excepted)  at 
very  extravagant  rates ;  and  therefore 
the  inhabitants  of  the  place,  and  the 
neighbouring  gentlemen,  get  the  moft  of 
the  things  they  want  from  the  low 
countries;  and  this  practice  has  increa- 
fed  of  late,  as  there  are  two  packets  to- 
ing  regularly  l)ctween  Glafgow'  and  In¬ 
verary,  by  which  means  the  inliabitants 
have  frequent  oppoWunities  of  getting 
every  thing  they  want  at  a  lower  rate 
than  they  can  buy  them  at  home.  The, 
truth  is,  as  living  is  very'  dear  at  Invera- 
ry,  the  merchants  cannot  fupport  them- 
felves  if  they  do  not  make  up  in  foiiig 
degree  for  the  want  of  a  brilk  trade»  by 
the  profits  they  lay  on  the  goods  they 
fell.  But  if  the  manufactory  was  car¬ 
ried  on  to  any  confiderablc  extent*  it' 
would  not  only  bring  more  people  to 
the  town,  and  give  bread  to  the  poor* 
but  if  the  gentlemen  concerned  would 
buy  all  thnr  neceffaries  from  the  iiier* 
chants  of  the  place,  they  might*  by  ia* 
creafing  their  file,  enable  them  to  lower 
their  prices,  and  thns  recover  the  trade 
of  the  reft  of  the  inhabitants,  and  of  the 
gcnilemen  in  the  neighbourhood*  who* 

I  dare  fay,  would  drop  their  commefCC 
with  the  low  country  markets,  if  thJT 
4-ould  get  every  thing  nearly  as  rea(pc4>l? 
a(  home. 
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Very  little  attention  will  make  us  fcn- 
lihie  how  advanugeous  a  woolen  manu* 
la^oi  y  at  Inverary  would  be  to  the  ad¬ 
jacent  country.  The  grcateft  part  of 
the  pafturcs  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Ii.veraiy  are  under  (beep,  for  which»  ii- 
pon  account  of  the  nature  of  the  foil, 
the  height  of  the  hills  and  the  country  is 
well  adapted.  A  convenient  market  for 
tneir  wool,  is  what  of  all  things  the  in- 
li.d)itants  ftand  moft  in  need  of.  You 
will  cafily  conceive,  it  inuft  be  troublc- 
fome  to  fend  wool  to  the  low  country 
from  fomc  parts  of  Argyle-flurc :  thofe 
who  live  at  any  diflancc  from  the  fea 
are  at  much  trouble,  both  upon  account 
of  the  inconvenience  of  the  carriage, 
and  tlie  Ividnefsof  the  roads,  before  they 
can  bring  their  wool  to  the  fliore,  and 
they  can  proceed  no  further  without 
permits  from  the  cultom>houfe ;  theic 
permits  are  generally  limited  to  three  or 
Imir  days,  and  it  is  often  two  days 
(fomeliincs  more)  after  they  get  the 
j>ermits,  before  they  can  fail,  and  as 
they  have  but  fm all  open  hlhing-boats 
and  the  cargo  above  the  mouth  of  the 
vf  ll'el,  the  leaft  breeze  of  wind  coming, 
againft  them,  muft  frequently  (top 
them,  and  they  can  proceed  no  further 
until  they  either  get  a  perfe^  calm,  or 
the  wind  changes  in  their  favoiirrf.  The" 
conreqiicncc  of  this  is,  that  they  are 
generally  too  late  of  coming  to  the 
i)iace  mentioned  in  their  permits; 
wlierc  again  they  arc  retarded  by  the 
otliccrs  of  the  cuflom-houfe,  all  which 
is  attended  with  much  trouble  and  ex- 
pence  :  But  Uic  adjacent  country,  upon 
the  f.iinc  fide  of  Loch5nc,and  the  great- 
eft  part  of  Cowai  on  the  other  fide,  may 
fend  their  wool  to  Inverary  with  little 
trouble,  and  lefs  expence  ;  befidcs  that, 
it  is  cquallyconvcnicnt  for  the  moft  pail, 
if  not  for  the  whole  of  Argylc-ftiire,  to 
feud  tiielr  wool  to  Invcrary  as  to  any  o- 
thcr  market;  for  Ihcfc  rcalons  might  wc 
not  expert,  that  the  gentlemen  of  pro¬ 
perty  in  Argyle-ftdre  would  clicartully 
contribute  towards  fetting  up  a  wo«>kn 
manufactory  at  Inverary,  whk'h  would 
be  fo  commodious  for  their  tenants  ? 
But  bow  will  you  be  furprilcd  when  you 
are  Informed,  that  but  few  of  them  liavc 
fabftrribed,  and  thofe  who  lure  con¬ 
tributed  fo  little,  tlut  their  whole  ftock 
docs  not  exceed  xocol-  of  which  the 
duke  Mmielf  has  given  .tool,  a  fund  too 
fmall  for  ennrying  on  tin*  bufincU,  fo  as 
to  be  prodiidive  of  tbefe  adraotages,  ci¬ 


ther  to  Inverary  or  the  country  adjacent, 
which  otiierwife  might  be  expedea 
from  it  ?  The  duke's  patriotifm  and  ge- 
nerofity  on  this  occafion  cannot  be  too 
much  commended ;  he  has,  befidcs  the 
fubfeription  already  mentioned,  built  all 
the  ncccflary  houfea*  and  given  them  all 
the  utenfiis  and  tools  proper  for  carry¬ 
ing  on  the  dilferent  branches  of  the  ma- 
nufadure. 

I  would  further  obferve,  that  as  the 
prefent  fubicribers  arc  all  gentlemen  of 
fortune,  it  cannot  be  thought  that  they 
will  give  that  attention  to  the  bufioel's 
which  it  demands,  and  therefore  it  muft 
be  in  a  s^t  meafurc  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  fervants  and  overfeers  which  is 
not  the  moft  likely  method  of  infuring 
fuccefs :  and  here  1  would  not  be  uii- 
derftood,  as  if  I  meant  the  leaft  reflec¬ 
tion  upon  the  perfon  who  ia  at  prefent 
prindpally  intrufted  with  the  care  of 
the  bufinefs,  or  any  other  concerned.  I 
have  no  acquaintance  with  any  of  them ; 
nor  have  I  heard  any  thing  to  induce  me 
to  form  a  bad  idea  of  them ;  but  com¬ 
mon  fenfe,  and  the  experience  of  man¬ 
kind,  will  juftify  the  general  obfetva- 
tion. 

If  men  of  (kill  and  experience  in  thefe 
branches  of  buhnefs  were  admitted  into 
their  focicty,  they  would  prove  of  great 
advantage,  as  they  would  know  the  heft 
markets  for  the  different  commodities, 
and  w  hat  forts  of  goods  would  fuit  dif¬ 
ferent  places,  and » would  always  aiUpt 
thcmfelves  to  the  fafliions  c>f  the  time. 
The  difad  vantages  the  man  ufadory  muft  • 
at  prefent  fuftain  for  w»aflt  of  fiich  per- 
fons,  we  may  eafily  conceive*  •  Nor 
Xvopld  it,  I  prtftime,  be  any  how  deroga¬ 
tory  to  the  honour  of  the  chief  promo, 
ters  of  the  manufadory,  to  aftbeiate 
with  merchants  in  corryiog  on  any 
branch  of  improvement  that  may  tend 
to  promote  the  wealth  and  luppioefs  of 
the  inhabitanu  of  Argylc-fhirc.  The 
induftrious  merchant  muft  be  acknow¬ 
ledged  to  be  a  very  valuable  member  of 
focicty,  and  it  is  with  pleafurc  1  obferve 
that  profefHon  it  daily  more  and  mure 
refpeded ;  they  have  ikc  honour 
conti  ibuting  equally,  if  not  more  to  the 
good  of  their  cjuntry  than  any  order  of 
men,  and  few  brandies  of  impi^vcment 
have  taken  place  in  the  natiofi  in  which 
they  were  not  cooct  mcd. 

1  have  heard  it  laid,  that  the  rra^m 
why  the  gcntlcnKii  of  AjTgyk-llifie  did 
not  fufa^ibe  more  liberally  Ibr  ihe 
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nufjrftory  wa*,  that  they  were  privately 
of  opinion  the  fchcme  wonKi  not  Suc¬ 
ceed  :  If  this  was  their  reafon,  it  was  a 
i)ad  one  ;  they  already  fee  this  manufac¬ 
tory  eftabliihed;  and,  a  few  weeks  ago, 
1  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  foine  pieces 
of  carpet  wrought  their,  which  the  belt 
manufacturer  in  Uritain  needed  not  be 
alhamed  of;  few  things  are  in  their 
own  nature  impracticable,  and  it  is  for 
want  of  application,  rather  than  power 
or  means,  that  men  generally  fail  of 
fiiccefs  ;  if,  therefore,  thofe  who  have 
already  fHbfcribetl  would  be  more  libe¬ 
ral  in  llifir  contributions,  and  could  get 
one  or  two  gentlemen  in  the  mercantile 
way  to  join  them,  we  might  reafonably 
cTH>eCt  to  fee  the  manufactory  at  Invera- 
ly  carried  on  to  very  good  purpofe. 

Thcfc  obfervations,  which  are  partly 
the  refiiU  of  my  own  reflections  upon 
the  fubjeCt,  and  partly  occafioned  by  at- 
1  ending  to  the  converfalion  of  others, 
may  appear  very  fliallnw  and  fuperficial, 
however  they  are  well  meant.  And  if 
any  of  your  ingenious  correfpondents, 
uliofe  experience  and  abilities  render 
them  more  adetjuatc  to  the  talk,  would 
favour  the  public  with  their  thoughts  u- 
pon  the  fubjeCt,  they  might  render  a  ve- 
ly  eflential  fcrvicc  to  their  country  in 
general,  and  the  fliire  of  Argyle  in  par- 
tieulir.

A  ,fhort  iut  impartial  Account  of  the 
Jjfe  and  Cbarader  of  tbe  late  David 
HuMt,  Efq; 

Mr  Hume  was  a  younger  fon  of  a 
gentleman  of  good  family,  but 
final!  eflatc,  in  the  fouthern  part  of 
t%cotland.  After  palling  ihroueh  his 
academical  couifes  at  the  univcifUy  of 
Kdinbiirgh,  he  eiUcred  into  the  fludy  t)f 
the  law,  in  vhieli  he  made  a  conluler- 
able  prt»hcicncy  ;  but,  as  his  talent  lay 
rather  for  writing  than  fpeaking,  he  did 
rot  make  fo capital  a  Hgurc  in  it  as  I'ome 
A)f  his  cotexuporaries  of  much  meaner 
Abilities ;  or,  to  fpeak  more  proi'erly, 
he  faw  that  he  hat>  no  chance  of  making 
fiieh  a  ligurc  ;  for,  as  far  as  I  can  recoi¬ 
led,  he  r>cver  took  upon  him  the  gown, 
or  .aCteil  fi>rmally  as  an  advocate. 

Vera*  early  in  life  he  publiflied  his 
**  Trealil'e  on  Human  Nature;**  to 
which,  lK»wcver,  he  never  put  his  name  ; 
and  w  hich,  after  remaining  unanfwcred 
for  thirty  years,  has  of  late  furnilhed 
n  atter  lor  nmch  rcafoning  and  more 
Cccbinaiicn  ij  the  Drs  KeiJ,  Beattie, 


and  Ofwaldi  The  fiibftance,  indeed,  of 
this  treatife  he  afterwards  melted  down 
into  his  **  Philofophical  EfTays,**  or 
“  Inquiry  concerning  -Human  Under- 
flanding,**  which  was  foon  after  pu^ 
liflied. 

•  About  the  year  1746,  or  1747,  he 
flood  candidate  tbr  the  profeflTorfhip  of 
moral  philofophy  in  the  univerfity  of  E- 
dinburgh,  then  become  vacant  by  the 
relignation  of  Dr  (now  Sir  John)  Pringle, 
who  had  been  appointed  phyfleian  to 
the  army  in  Germany.  The  manner  of 
election  is  either  this,  or  foinething  very 
fimilar  to  it.  Out  of  the  number  tn 
candidates  three  are  nominated  by  the 
tow  n-council  of  Edinburgh  :  The  pref- 
bytery  of  Edinburgh  have  3  negative 
upon  any  one  of  the  three ;  and  one  of 
the  remaining  two  is  chofen  profefTorby 
the  lord  provoft  and  principal  magiftratet 
of  the  city.  It  happened  unluckily  u- 
pon  this  occafion,  that  the  prefbytery 
put  a  negative  upon  Mr  Hume ;  and, 
though  he  had  probably  been  before 
confirmed  in  his  fceptical  principles,  yet 
it  w  as  from  this  period  that  he  declaied 
open  and  irreconcileablc  war,  not  only 
againfl  the  prefbytery  of  Edinburgh,  but 
again  ft  the  whole  hotly  of  the  clergy. 
He  continued,  nevertlielefs,  to  live  u- 
pon  the  moft  friendly,  and  even  the 
moft  intimalc  footing  with  feme  of  the 
moft  refpcClahle  members  of  it,  fuch  ai 
the  Drs  Robertfon,  Blair,  Jardine, ‘Car¬ 
lyle,  and  othei*s. 

Finding  himfelf,  however,  thus  cut  off 
from  all  hopes  of  gaining  a  fcttlemeht  at 
a  profeftbr,  and  having  no  profped  of 
making  cither  a  figure  or  a  fortune  as  a 
lawyer,  he  turned  the  whole  force  of  his 
mind,  which  was  certainly  very  greati 
to  the  fludy  of  philofophy  and  the  bellei 
lettres,  in  moft  of  the  different  depart* 
ments  of  which  he  made  fo  rapid,  and 
diftinguiflied  a  progrefs,  as  has  placed 
him  on  an  equality  with  the  moft  cele¬ 
brated  names  cither  in  antient  or  mo¬ 
dern  ftorv.

The  properties  of  cudbear  being  thus 
eflabliOied  part  doubt,  the  great  value  of 
It  mull  be  obvious  to  every  one,  uere  it 
rlTc^iually  ene<»uragcd  :  one  without  he- 
fjtation  may  affirm  there  is  hardly  any 
»>iie  article  that  would  tend  to  enrich 
this  country  fo  mucji :  The  materials  of 


which  it  is  compofed  arc  of  little  other 
ufe  ;  yet  it  is  become  a  matter  of  gre^t 
regret  that  thele  materials  are  gathered 
for  exportation,  notw’ithftanding  there 
is  now  a  demand  at  home  for  more  than 
can  be  colleAed.

“  T^HE  general  confederacy  of  Po- 
I  land  and  Lithuania  was  formed 
yeficrilay  in  the  bdlowing  manner: —

at  the  meeting  of  the  permanent  ctum- 
cil,  and  propofed  it.

Alter  this,  the  fe- 
nators,  minifters,  and  nuncios,  were 
called  into  the  hall  of  the  council,  who, 
in  r.umbtr  about  too,  were  at  the  pa¬ 
lace  of  the  bilhop  e>f  Plock  ;  when  they 
entered,  the  king  role  up.  and  addrelTcd 
a  difeourfe  to  them  to  the  following  ef-

millions,  which  is  very  near  the  whole 
that  is  left  of  the  fuccelTion  he  inherited 
from  his  father.  Mr  P.  de  M.— ,  one 
of  the  richeft  fubje^ts  in  Europe,  who 
died  about  ten  years  ago,  little  expec¬ 
ted  that  his  immenfe  fortune  would  be 
diffipated  by  his  only  Ton  before  he  at¬ 
tained  the  age  of  a;  years. 

The  grtateft  horfc-race  that  ever  was 
known  in  France,  or  perhaps  in  this 
kingdom,  wiil  take  place  in  the  be^n- 
ning  of  November,  on  tlie  Plaine  de 
Sablon,  a  circuitous  race-ground  about 
twenty  miles  from  Paris.  The  ■parties 
are,  the  count  d'Artois  and  the  due  de 
Chartres,  agaiiift  lord  Clermont  and  two 
other  Engiifii  gentlemen ;  and  the  fums  of 
money  laid  for  and  againft  this  match 
arc  immenfe. .

Leiteis  from  Quebec  mention,  that  a 
large  French  fhip  was  lately  wrecked  in 
the  gulph  of  St  Laurence,  and  all  the 
crew  periflied  ;  it  is  faid  (lie  had  on 
bo.ird  a  large  (piantity  of  gunpowder,  a 
great  number  of  rt.inds  of  arms,  bcfidcs 
level al  other  articles,  fuppofed  to  have 
been  intended  for  the  provincial  army.

blit  in  all  the' fubfeqiicnt  coundlt  of 
that  popular  convention. — That  a  great 
mimber  of  the  inoft  lefpedlable  inhal'i- 
tan's  of  the  Bermudas,  under  the  nu^ 
alarming  .ipprehenfton.i  of  a  famine,  had 
af  [>IIcd  to  the  congrefs  for  relief,  in  cafe 
it  was  refofed  or  negleded  elfcwhere  ; 
and  th.it  feveral  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Baibailoes  and  Antigua  ha<l  altcd  in  a 
fimilar  manner. 

It  is  faid  that  a  motion  was  nt.'ide  in 
the  continental  congrefs,  to  <lerUre  4- 
gainfl  all  treaties  and  negoci»tio*is  with 
Ctre.it  Britain,  and  to  make  ft  treafioo  to 
the  lilufiies  of  America  in  any  whti 
Ihould  propofe,  atn  t,  or  encourage  f«ch 
trc.ity,  ^fc.  The  meeting  being  ad- 
ionrnnl,  this  motion  was’  referfro  to 
f.irther  confideration. 

A  regular  poft  has  been  cflabKflwd  ^ 
the  congrefs  tlirough  the  fcvefgl^  united 
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proviHccfi,  and  the  principal  office  for 
the  diredion  thereof  is  at  Philadelphia; 
ty  which  means  nothing  of  ihelealt  con- 
llqueiut;  happens  in  any  of  the  abo^€ 
provinces,  but  what  is  immediately  for- 
wnrrled  to  the  congref*. 

It  is  laid  that  the  Virginians  have  new 
modelled  their  government  lince  the  de¬ 
claration  of  independency,  and  done  it 
itj  fuch  a  manner  as  has  proved  difi- 
greeable  to  the  congrefs,  who  have  very 
freely  declared  their  fentiments  on  that 
occalion,  which  has  proved  a  matter  of 
great  difpleafuie  to  the  people  of  that 
colony. 

Advices  from  Virginia  declare,  that 
the  congrefs  were  fo  irritated  with  the 
proceedings  of  lord  Dunmore,  that  they 
liad  adverfifed  h«in  as  a  public  incendia¬ 
ry,  and  offered  a  reward  of  jocl.  for  ta¬ 
king  him  deail  or  alive. 

Advices  received  by  the  Grace, 
White,  arrived  at  Whitehaven  from  Vir¬ 
ginia,  fay,  that  the  whole  province  was 
quite  up  in  arms  their  tobac¬

A  letter  from  Madrid,  dated  Aug.  i6.

four  other  companies,  taken  prifoner* 
by  the  rebels,  .ire  arrived  at  that  place, 
as  is  lieut.-col.
